Sullivan and the members of the 
Student Senate over a rejected ap- 
pointment to the Board of Fiscal 
Matters was probably the most ex- 
citing occurance at yesterday's 
regular Student Senate meeting. 
several other matters came before 
the legislatuve body 

A detailed report of the firy ex- 
change can be found below plus ac- 
counts of two other matters: es- 
tablishment of an ad hoc com- 
mittee to investigate the Placement 
Center and the redistribution of 
funds for the Cultura! Programs 
Committee 

The first 
senate was consideration of 
presidential appointments. Aside 
from the one rejection, the Senate 
approved the following = ap- 
pointments: Margene Ludwig, 
Coordinator of Cultura! 
Programs; Randy Hilliard, Elec- 
tions Coordinator; Leon Woods, 
Board of Fiscal Matters: Randy 
Hilliard, Board of Fiscal Matters; 
Mary Rose, Coordinator of Men's 
Intercollegiate Athletics; Barbara 
Coilings, Coordinator of Women’s 
Intercollegiate Athletics; and 
Roberto Hernandez, Sociai Ac- 
tivities Coordinator. 

Following the approval of ap- 
pointments, the Senate heard a 
report from the newly appointed 
Hornet Foundation Public 
Relations person, Brad Booth. He 
presented an artist’s conception of 
the eventual look of the food ser- 
vices building and discussed the 
monies being spent by the foun- 
dations. 

Senator Dave Cardin ques- 
tioned whether or not this money 
would lead to upgrading of the 
food. Booth explained that this 
money was to be used for construc- 
tion purposes. 

At this point a _ petition 
mysteriously appeared bearing 
several senator's names which ad- 
vocated that a committee be 
formed to see if the quality of the 
food could in some way be im- 
proved. After the meeting Booth 
approached the Hornet about the 
idea, indicating that anyone 
interested in a move to find a way 
to improve the food should get in 
contact with him. 

Other matters considered by the 
senate included appointing ad- 
ditional senators to two com- 
mittees. The appointees were: Fred 
Mayer to the Organizational Af- 
fairs Committee and Deby Matteri 
to the Statutes Committee.

The purpose of the assessment 
committee will be to determine if

valid and exist. If they do, the com- 
mittee will make a_ formal 
recommendation to the Student 
Senate of possible solutions and 
alternatives.” 


Newly hired Associate Dean of 
Students, Shirley Uplinger, 
pledged her assistance to the ad hoc 
committee in its effort to develop 
Positive means to increase the 
Capabilities of the Placement 
Center. 


Rejected 
pointee 


The fate of approximately 50 
College Town children is uncertain 
because the funds which they hope 
to receive from the Board of Fiscal 
Matters, to match those already 
granted under a federal program, 
will at the very least be delayed 
This 1s due to actions of the Chair 
of the Board, Vice President Ron 
Sullivan, as a result of the senate’s 
rejection of Mimi Khan _ to 
membership on the Board 

The BOFM has been unable to 
meet because they lacked a 
quorum. A full board could be es- 
tablished as soon as three student 
members are approved. 

At yesterday's Student Senate 
meeting, the senate approved two 
of the three students recommended 
to the board by Associated Student 
President, Lynard Khan. They 
declined to approve Mimi Khan 
{no reiation) by a vote of six in 
favor, four opposed and two 
abstentions. 

Ms. Khan has been serving 
since last spring as a special as- 
sistant to the president. The 
senators questioned her as to 
whether or not there was a conflict 
of interest by serving in both 
positions. She stated that although 
she has beeri working closely with 
the President; attending meetings 
and doing some paper work, she 
could act as her own person on 
matters before the BOFM.

The California State University and Colleges Presidents As- 
sociation met on Sept. 22-23 at Cal Poly, Pomona, where they held 
their annual elections. 

I was selected as Vice-chairman, which will give me a co-ordinating 
function over the state colieges’ lobby program at the state capitol. 

CSUCPS includes representative student body presidents from 15 
state colleges, who direct the lobbyist, Joe Jay, to represent students on 
certain issues such as tuition, student services, and education policies 
at the state legislature. In addition the organization sends a hired 
representative to lobby those issues affecting students at the 
Chancellor's office (the Chancellor being the chief administrator over 


the state college and university system.) 


This organization is a representative of over 250,000 students, so it 
has significant voice and influence in determining certain policies 
which affect us all as students. If you want your representative, Lynard 
Khan, to represent your views and needs, let me know what they are by

At that point Sullivan declared 


that they (he and the President) 
had puta lot of umeand effort into 
the selection of board members 
and has chosen those best 
qualified. He further indicated that 
there are matters of urgency with 
which the board must deal and it is 
therefore necessary to fill itas soon 
as possible 

When the senate declined to 
reconsider their decision, Sullivan 
stated that on behalf of the 
President he was withdrawing a!l 
nominations before the senate and 
further that he, as chair of the 
BOFM., shall not convene that 
body until such time as all three 
empty seats are filled, even though 
they now had a quorum 

President Khan then entered 
the meeting and angrily told the 
senate, “I choose the best people | 
know...If you want to choose 
people, do it yourself.” He added 
that the senate was “questioning” 
his judgement. 

“It is not our responsibility to be 
a rubber stamp,” emphasized 
Senator Linda Solley. 

According to the constitution, 
the president recommends to the 
Senate people to serve on boards. 
The Senate has the right to approve 
or disapprove. 

The executives’ anger cooled 
after several minutes and a recon- 
ciling exchange between them and 
the senators. They re-entered the 
remainder of their nominees to the 
Senate which went on to confirm

As a result of yesterday's action, 
Ann Dodson, child care center 
directory, says there are now two 
courses of action that can be taken.

Fiscal 
Adjustments 


The Ad Hoc Committee on 
Cultural Programs reported a 
proposed shifting of funds from 
guidelines adopted in the spring. 
According to a report presented by 
Senator Barbara Mitchell; Black, 
Women and Chicano events are be- 
ing dropped from an original 
allotment of $4,000 each to $2,500 
each. Asian and Indian events are 
being reduced $250 apiece, from 
$2,750 to $2,500. Meanwhile, the 
general interest fund is being 
beefed up from an original $6,300 
to $14,300 


The redistribution was done, 
Mitchell said, because the ad hoc 
committee found general interest 
commitments totaling $7,000 
“right off the bat.” The monies ap- 
proved by the Associated Students 
must cover programs for the entire 
academic year. 


Not all are firm and final, she 

added. “Hopefully not all com- 
mitments from last year will be 
honored.” 
If interest area needs funds beyond 
the new allotment, they will be able 
to draw money from the general 
interest fund, Mitchell said. She 
expected the new budget to be ap- 
proved by President Bond. 

The senate also decided that 
they would look into the matter of 
adding more students to member- 
ship on the Cultural Programs 
Committee. Last year’s senate sent 
a proposal to the Faculty Senate to 
increase the number of students on 
the board; however, the Faculty 
Senate turnea down the 
recommendation. 


The Senate directed their 
Statute Committee to investigate 
the matter with the intent of deter- 
mining means by which the control 
of the committee can be rested with 
the students because the monies 
considered for expenditures are 
derived from student funds.

On more than one occasion, | 
have worked fairly closely with 
faculty directors. and I have seen 
that when all other things are equal 
a student is given an edge over a 
non-student. Even so, I would hate 
to see the faculty denied the right to 
make use of off-campus resources, 
just as I would hate to see students 
denied the right to perform in off- 
campus productions (a right. by 
the way, which was won several 
years ago by a handful of pioneer- 
ing CSUS actors) 


As tor those talented students 
who were told that they looked too 
young to play Mama Rose, I am 
sure that (unles “X” was one of 
them) they all understand the dis- 
tinction between being “talented” 
and being “right;” not to mention 
the difference between looking too 
young and being too young. Look- 
ing too young (or too old) is a 
matter of physical and 
resources -— things that no amount 
of makeup can alter. It's the sort of 
resources that had Walter Brennan 
playing old men at 30 and Mary 
Pickford playing children at that 
same age. Acting is a matter of lear- 
ning to use those resources, not try- 
ing to disguise or overcome them

The Student Senate donated a 
meager $6,000 to the marching 
band this year, so they cannot go as 
many places as they would like 
They have already received in- 
vitations to pro football games, 
Disneyland, and the Huntington 
Park Chnstmas parade

top 15 bands on $6,000 a year 

The average allocation § is 
usually $10,000 and larger schools 
will spend as much as $24,000 to 
keep the music on the field. 

To add to the problem, the

band classes leaving Mr. Holloway 
and Bob short-handed.

Linear shapes, resembling 
Great Danes. dominate the flat sur- 
faces. The wraith-like postures are

George Kostryko's 
“aurograms™ color prints 
created by the radiation of human 
energy onto film are being ex- 
hibited in the CSUS Main Art 
Gallery through Oct. 5. Hours are 
from 10 a.m. to 7 p.m. weekdays 

Kostryko created a high fre- 
quency energy device called a 
Kirlian camera which excites the 
energy emanating from human 
beings and other life formS and 
prints that radiation directly on 
color slide film. 

Betore building the camera in 
early 1973, Kostryko ex- 
perimented in painting with light, 
using slide film as a “canvas.” 

He received a National Science 
Foundation Grant to study 
technical applications of 
holography (a type of wide-angle 
photography) while pursuing his 
doctorate at UC Davis. 

At the time, he was also teach- 
ing in the Civil Engineering

Campus Dog Policy 

The following policy has been 
recommended to become effective 
July 1, 1971, and has been ap- 
proved by the President of the 
College 

In order to permit dog owners 
to enjoy their pets and at the same 
time reduce hazards and nuisances 
created by dogs on the CSUS cam- 
pus, the following policies relating 
to dogs will become effective July 
1, 1971 

1. Dogs may not be on cam- 
pus except when they are: 

a. secured to a leash or chain 
approximately six (6) feet in 
length, the other end of which is 
retained by a person, or 

b. securely confined in a 
vehicle. 

2. Dogs may not be tethered 
on campus. 

3. Dogs are not permitted in 
any Campus Building even though 
leashed, except for: 

a. seeing eye dogs serving 
their owners, 

b. animals involved” in 
authorized research 

4. Dogs must have a valid dog 
license as evidence of current rabies 
vaccination. 

5. Dogs which are in violation 
of these policies are subject to be- 
ing picked up and turned over to 
the Sacramento City Animal Con- 
trol Officer. Owners of such im- 
pounded dogs may make ar- 
rangements for release directly 
with the Sacramento Animal Con- 
trol Officer.
